The financial predicament 
in which New York finds 
itself and the repercussions 
that it is having in many 
directions has lead to second 
looks being taken at the 
spending patterns in Collin 
County and elsewhere. 
Are local residents paying 
a high or a low price for the 
conduct of their govern­ 
ment? How much does it cost 
them per capitia in state and 
local taxes compared with 
what the cost is in other 
communities of its size? 
Size appears to be an 
important factor in the cost 
of governmental operations, 
both for counties and for 
municipalities, according to 
recent reports by the Dept. 
of Commerce and others. 
“ Surprisingly,’’ 
states 
Robert Brown, director of 
the Tax Foundation, “the 
figures covering 1973 show 
that the smaller cities are 
the most economical with 
the taxpayers’ funds. 


“ Cities 
under 
50,000 
population spend an average 
of $158 per year per capita 
for services. But in cities 
over a million, the average is 
$682 per capita.’’ 
Among counties, also, 
local expenditures vary 
widely, ranging from $421 
per capita for those under 
25.000 to $680 for those over 
250,000. 
In Collin County, based 
upon the latest figures, 
general expenditures for 
local services amount 
to

$408

COUCHED 
TRELLIS STITCH 


The Trellis may well have 
come over on the Mayflower 
on a piece of needlework a 
colonist’s wife brought with 
her to the New World. It’s 
one of those lovely filling 
stitches used for hundreds of 
years to enrich Jacobean 
designs. Try it to create a 
little hill at the base of a 
Tree of Life design and to fill 
flower petals or leaf shapes. 
The Trellis consists of long 
stitches, from one end to the 
other of the area being filled. 
A second set of long stitches 
crossing the first is then 
taken. You’ll find the long 
stitches will appear only on 
the right side of the design 
with short stitches following 
the outside edge of 
the 
design on the reverse side. 
It’s advisable to use a hoop 
when you do this stitch. 
The layers of stitches need 
not be at right angles; they 
can form diamond or oblong 
shapes as well as squares. 
To hold them 
in place, 
Couching 
stitches 
are 
needed at each intersection. 
This may be a single small 
Couching stitch or a tiny 
Cross stitch in the same 
color as the Trellis or in a 
contrasting color. If there’s 
enough room between the 
long 
stitches, 
you 
c*n 
achieve a very decorative 
effect by working another 
set of Trellis stitches in a 
second color on top of the 
first. 


Use your imagination to 
fill the Trellis: a Lazy Daisy 
stitch, 
French 
Knots, 
miniscule Cross stitches or 
stars, separately or 
in 
com bination, can add a 
delightful patterned look to 
your work. Or add a series of 
stitches to your Trellis in 


graduated shades of one 
color. 
Even skilled embroiderers 
often fail to realize that they 
can use the Trellis stitch as 
surface design and vary it by 
weaving another color into 
it, and another color un­ 
derneath. You can create a 
great 
m any 
distinctive 
variation. Often the colors 
you incorporate into the 
Couched Trellis stitch are 
just what’s needed to relate 
the colors used elsewhere in 
your design.

Dear V.R.C., 
If you’ve made an ex­ 
tensive m istake, there’s 
usually nothing to do but cut 
away the stitches that are 
wrong, taking care not to cut 
the threads of the canvas. 
When it’s only a matter of a 
stitch or two, you’ll find it 
easier if you remember one 
important rule: “Come u d 
through the empty hole, go 
down through the filled one” 
as you stitch along a row. 
With a little care you’ll find 
you’re much less likely to 
split the thread of the stitch 
above when you work down 
through the canvas instead 
of coming up with the needle 
through a thread already in 
place.

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The Press and the American Revolution— 
Washington Was A Man Of Strength

W alking 
about 
the 
American positions around 
Boston, George Washington 
was an im pressive sight. An 
old aide, 
C apt. 
G eorge 
Mercer, wrote that he was 
“as straight as an Indian, 
m easuring six feet, two 
inches in his stockings and 
weighing 175 pounds.” 
A large m an of “ great 
strength,” he nevertheless 
moved easily. M ercer noted 
that “ His dem eanor (is) at 
all tim es com posed and 
dignified. His movement and 
gestures are graceful, his 
walk m ajestic, and he is a 
splendid horsem an.” 
T he 
n e w ly -a p p o in te d 
commander-in-chief of the 
Continental Army had taken 
over command of the forces 
g athered a t C am bridge, 
Mass., from Gen. Artemas 
Ward July 3, 1775. After a 
brief stay with President 
Langdon 
of 
H arv ard 
College, W ashington had 
made as his headquarters 
the handsome mansion of 
the d ep arted T ory John 
Vassall (later the home of 
H e n r y 
W a d s w o r t h 
Longfellow and often called 
Craigie House). 


Positions Strengthened 
As 
he 
su rv ey ed 
the 
situation, 
W ashington 
im­ 
m ed iately 
se t 
about 
strengthening the colonial 
positions, which stretched 
for eight or nine miles about 
Boston. This was necessary 
to m ake the arm y m ore 
secu re 
a g a in st 
possible 
attack by 
the enem y in 
Boston, and also, as the 
co m m an d er put 
it, 
“ to 
p rev en t 
them 
from 
penetrating into the Country 
with Fire and Sword.” 
Inspecting 
his 
forces, 
w hich 
n u m b ered 
about 
16,000 men, Washington was 
greatly disappointed, if not 
dismayed. He w rote to his 
brother, “ I found a mixed 
multitude of people here, 
under very little discipline, 
o rd er, or G o v ern m en t.’’ 
There seem ed to be con­ 
fusion everywhere, and no 
where the appearance of an 
organized arm y. 
Extrem e Diversity 
Rhode Island militia were 
the only ones who had tents; 
o th ers 
w ere 
housed 
in 
H a rv a rd 
d o rm ito rie s , 
private homes, or in im ­ 
provised shelters. Chaplain 
William Em erson 
(grand­ 
father of Ralph Waldo) left a 
g rap h ic 
acco u n t 
of 
the 
American cam p: “ ‘Tis also 
diverting to walk among the 


camps. They are as different 
in their form as the owners 
are in their dress! Some are 
m ade of boards, some of 
sailcloth, and som e partly of 
one and partly of the other. 
Others are m ade of stone 
and turf, and others again of 
Brich and other brush.” 
While Em erson found this 
odd cam p “ rather a beauty 
than 
a 
b le m ish ,” 
Washington knew that he 
had to obtain tents for all his 
men before the arm y could 
take the field. 
A m atter of much concern, 
too, was the wide assortm ent 
of clothing. Some units had 
uniforms, but most of the 
militia had come in their 
work clothes. Another very 
troublesome factor was the 
need to enforce distinction 
betw een 
officers 
and 
privates. It might suit the 
“leveling spirit” 
of 
New 
Englanders to regard every 
man as good as another, but 
to General Washington it 
was fundam ental that rank 
be designated and observed. 
And some type of uniform 
had to be adopted. Since the 
hunting shirt was a common 
A m e r i c a n 
g a r m e n t , 
Washington thought that this 
might suffice. Accordingly, 
he wrote to the Continental 
Congress asking for 10,000 
shirts at once. 


Army Highlights 
Historic Events Seen

The events of this week 
include the b irth d ay of 
G eneral C u ster, G eneral 
Washington bids farewell to 
his troops and construction 
is 
begun 
on 
the 
tra n ­ 
scontinental railroad. 
On Nov. 29, 1890, t h e i s t 
Army-Navy football game 
was played at West Point 
and the Army was defeated, 
24-0. This gam e has long 
been one of intense rivalry 
between the two schools and 
a colorful sp ectacle for 
m illions of football fans 
across the nation. 
On Dec. I, 1779, General 
W ashington’s m ain force 
went into winter quarters at 
Morristown, N.J. and the 
Continental Army suffered 
worse hardships 
than 
at 


V alley 
F orge. 
G eneral 
W ashington 
w rote, 
“ We 
have never experienced a 
like extrem ity in any period 
of the w ar.” 
President Lincoln wanted 
a transcontinental railw ay to 
help unite the Nation, and on 
Dec. 2, 1863, ground was 
broken at Omaha, Neb. for 
the Union Pacific Railroad. 
President Lincoln did not 
live to see it accomplished. 
In 1866, President Andrew 
Johnson appointed M ajor 
General Grenville M. Dodge, 
a civil engineer, to head up 
the project, and in six years, 
with the aid of United States 
Army troops and engineer 
o fficers, 
the 
tra n ­ 
s c o n t i n e n t a l 
r a i l r o a d 
becam e a reality. 
On Dec. 3, 1913, General 
William C. Gorgas of the 
United States Army Medical 
C orps a rriv e d 
in 
South 
Africa. He had been sum ­ 
moned there to advise ihe 
Paper Airplane

governm ent in the control of 
disease. 
General Gorgas had been 
instrum ental in helping wipe 
out yellow fever in Panam a 
and helped improve health 
conditions in Cuba. His 
stu d ies in 
South 
A frica 
helped control pneumonia 
which had caused high death 
rates. 
On Dec. 4, 1783, General 
G eorge W ashington bade 
farewell to the officers who 
had served with him. It was 
an 
em otional 
farew ell. 
“ W’ith 
a 
h e a rt 
full 
of 
gratitude, I now take leave 
of you,” Washington said. It 
was a touching moment in 
history for the men who had 
fought so bravely for in­ 
dependence. 
Dec. 5, i 1839, m arks the 
birth of General George A. 
C uster at New R um ley, 
Ohio. Although he is best 
known for his battles against 
the Indians in the West, he 
actually gained fam e during 
the Civil War. He was a 
fearless cavalry leader and 
at the age of 23 he becam e 
the youngest general in the 
Union Army. 


CHEYENNE, Wyo. (UPI) 
— It was not your average 
paper airplane. 
No sir, this one had stabili­ 
zers, sloped sides and flaps, 
and the sixth grader who 
sailed it down Kelley Drive 
is claiming a new world’s 
record of a 
22.4-second 
flight. 
“ There is no record for an 
outside recorded tim e,” 12- 
year-old Bobby Miner said 
Thursday. “So I figure that 
the best inside recorded time 
is the record to go by.” 
Bobby climbed atop a ste­ 
p lad d er 
on 
a 
windy 
Cheyenne day last week, 
drew back his arm and let 
his souped-up paper airplane 
ny. 
“ Away 
it 
went, 
lofting 
over a neighboring house on 
Kelley 
D rive, and 
then 
slowly floating to earth,” he 
said. Bobby and two pals 
timed the flight, then ran 
home to search the record 
books. 
“ We looked in every book 
we could find to m ade sure 
we got the best recorded 
tim e 
p o ssible 
and 
10.2 
seconds seem s to be the best 
recorded tim e in history, 
said Bobby. 
He sa id 
th e 
previous 
record was set in 1967 by a 
plane built 
by 
Frederick 
Hooven in a contest spon­ 
sored by Scientific American 
m agazine. Bobby picked up 
the rudim ents of his a ir­ 
plane’s design from Hoo- 
ven’s plans, which were pub­ 
lished in the International 
Airplane Book, and added a 
few tricks of his own. 


The rectangular design of 
his plane cam e from his 
readings on aerodynam ics 
and scores of experim ental 
flights. 
“ I put stabilizers on the 
sides of the wings, and on the 
trailing edge of the wings I 
put two flaps bent upward so 
the wind could lift it,” he 
said, adjusting his glasses. 
“ I used the basic dynamics 
of flight, or aerodynam ics, in 
th e co n stru ctio n 
of 
the 
aircraft. 
Bobby called his plane’s 
flight a fluke thing and said 
it only stayed u n as long as it 
did because it got caught in 
an updraft.

Tax Discipline 
W nat 
to 
do 
about 
discipline? American militia 
had chosen their own of­ 
ficers for years, but popular 
leaders were not always the 
best; and elected officers 
were not likely to be ef­ 
fective 
d iscip lin arian s. 
Often they did not bother 
with distinctions of rank and 
some delighted in showing 
how dem ocratic they were. 
The 
co m m ander-in-chief 
would have none of this. He 
enforced 
the 
wearing 
of 
insignia by punishing of­ 
ficers who did not comply 
with orders. 
It was necessary to court­ 
m artial a num ber of officers 
because 
of cowardice 
at 
Bunker Hill. Several w ere 
broken in rank; a few were 
cashiered from the arm y. 
Slowly and not without many 
floggings, 
the 
continental 
forces 
learned 
something 
about m ilitary discipline. No 
long after Washington took 
c o m m a n d , 
W i l l i a m 
Em erson wrote that “ The 
stric te st 
g overnm ent 
is 
tak in g place, and g re a t 
distinction is m ade between 
officers 
and 
so ld iers. 
Everyone is m ade to know 
his place and keep it.” 
Food Arrangem ents 
The b asic problem of 
feeding thousands of men 
had 
been 
h ap h azard ly 
handled before Washington 
took com m and. He w as 
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ordered by 
Congress “ to 
victual at continental ex­ 
pense” the arm y, and he 
immediately appointed Col. 
Joseph Trum bull of Con­ 
necticut as com m issary 
general. 
D espite 
m any 
difficulties of procurem ent 
and chronic shortages of 
funds, Trumbull handled the 
arduous task well, bringing 
order out of chaos. 
Men might grum ble about 
a monotonous daily ration of 
fresh beef or pork or fish, 
milk, spruce beer, 
bread, 
peas and beans (and not 
enough rum ), but they had 
enough to eat. Indeed they 
fared much better than the 
British cooped up in Boston. 
General Washington was 
so pleased that he wrote 
Congress in June 1776, “Few 
arm ies, if any, have been 
better and m ore plentifully 
supplied than the Troops 
under Mr. Trum bull’s care.” 
Riflem en Join 
July and August brought 
nine companies of riflemen 
f r o m 
P e n n s y l v a n i a , 
Maryland, and Virginia. The 
outstanding figure among 
them was Daniel Morgan. 
Although 
these 
men 
had 
rem arkably accurate small 
bore rifles, they were an 
unruly lot who irrita te d 
Washington because of their 
u n d i s c i p l i n e d 
n a t u r e . 
Proudly 
they 
showed 
off 
t h e i r 
a s t o n i s h i n g 
m arksm anship, all the while 
wasting 
precious 
powder. 
The shortages of powder 
and lead caused Washington 
to m ake alm ost frantic calls 
for help from Congress and 
various state governments. 
He 
never 
had 
enough 
powder, but by the winter he 
had about 200 barrels, equal 


to about 25 rounds per man. 
This critical need led many 
authorities to encourage the 
m anufacture of gunpowder. 
Many Desertions 
A great vexation for the 
com m ander were numerous 
desertioas. 
Many 
soldiers 
becam e bored with arm y life 
or were annoyed by military 
discipline. 
O ften 
they 
decided to return home to 
take care of farm chores, 
especially as the harvest 
season cam e on. 
Coupled with this was the 
fact that most enlistm ents 
ran out by the end of the 
year. By offering various 


inducem ents — bounties, 
furloughs, extra rations of 
rum—Washington managed 
to get many to reenlist. 
Although 
troops 
w ere 
d e s p e r a t e l y 
n e e d e d , 
recruiting officers w ere 
ordered 
to 
be 
highly 
selective. 
M assachusetts 
orders, as seen in the ac­ 
c o mp a n y i n g 
b ro a d sid e 
(printed in the New-York 
Gazette and Weekly Mer­ 
cury July 24, 1775), asserted 
“As the cause is the best that 
can engage men of courage 
and principle to take up 
arm s; so it is expected that 
none but such will be ac 


cepted 
by 
the recruiting 
officer.” 
W ashington’s 
patience 
was tried by New Englan­ 
ders, 
whom 
he 
called 
(privately) “ an exceeding 
dirty and nasty people.” For 
all this, he thought that they 
“ would 
fight 
well, 
(if 
properly officered).” 
It was a trying ta sk - 
organizing an arm y out of 
the assortm ent of soldiers 
near Boston in 1775. In spite 
of 
his 
m any 
problem s 
General Washington did not 
despair, and by spring he 
had 
a 
fairly 
effective 
fighting force.

I find no evidence in the

Nothing savoring of 
a u th o rita tiv e 
g e n e ra l 
organization was known in 
the New Testament Church.

like Apollos, some one 
(without thought or arousing 
denominational antagonism, 
and without denominational 
resentment and defense of 
party error) took him in the 
spirit of m eekness and 
taught him the Way more 
perfectly (Acts 18:24-28). 
Today, 
denom inational 
c ry sta liz a tio n --n o t 
th e 
flexibility of the original 
church- has so blinded the 
eyes that one cannot see 
when it is God and not men 
speaking (Matt. 15:9). 
We can have the same 
flexibility the early church 
had if we have only the of­ 
ficers they had. I find in my 
Bible only local government 
and that of elders and 
deacons elected by the 
congregation 
(Acts 6:1-6; 
Titus 1:5-9; I Tim. 3:1-13). 
Not only was this all of the 
organization, but there was 
no clergy-laity distinction. 
The job of the evangelists, 
pastors (elders, bishops, 
overseers) and teachers was 
to equip the church to do the 
work of the ministry, not to 
minister to the church (Eph. 
4:11-13). Because of this, the 
early church was much 
m ore successful at soul 
winning than are we today 
(Acts 8:1-8). 
Why can we not return to 
the ways of the early church 
so our problems would be 
“where are we going to 
accom odate 
all 
these 
people,” rather than “how 
are we going to accomodate 
these few that we have.” 


In Truth 
I plead for a united church 
with all truth (John 17:17)— 
not merely certain aspects 
of it, or, with all but certain 
omitted aspects of it. The 
Bible is a whole and I see no 
reason to adopt certain parts 
of it, and reject or ignore 
others. 


Its Objectives 
The Church ought to be 
static in its objective. Its 
objective is evangelism (Ph. 
4:12; 
Rev. 22:17; 
Luke 
19:10). How is it we have 
become involved in so many 
side issues? Doesn’t anyone 
believe what Jesus said in 
Matt. 6:19-34, anymore? 


Its Ordinances 
The church should be 
static in its ordinances, also. 
Christ definitely established 
the Lord’s Supper as an 
ordinance or memorial of 
Himself (Matt. 26:26-30, I 
Cor. 11:20-34). This seems to 
be the only reason given in 
the New Testament for the 
meeting of the Church on the 
first day of the week (Acts 
20:7). 
Jesus also established 
baptism 
of 
penitent 
believers as an ordinance 
(John 3:5; Romans 6:1-6). 
These both are a beautiful 
picture or reminder of the 
death, 
burial, 
and 
resurrection (gospel) of 
Jesus Christ. They are His 
ordinances and I cannot 
understand 
where 
the 
church ever determined that 
it had the right to change 
them. 
Polity 
The 
New 
T estam ent 
church was static here, also. 
There is no record of one 
bishop ruling over more than 
one church. 
There are 
records of a plurality of 
bishops (elders) at one 
church. The only ruler in the 
church is Jesus Christ, He 
and He alone is its head. 
Wouldn’t this cause us to 
lean wholy on Him, thus 
bringing us closer to unity? 
Methods 
What we do, as long as we

Flexibility 
The church is flexible in 
that there are not nearly so 
many commands as the 714 
in the Law of Moses. Jesus 
enunciated m any great, 
universal principles, but He 
did 
not 
specify 
exact 
methods of application. 
When He commissioned 
people to “Go,” He did not 
specify how. Today we may 
do so even by air, which they 
could not in His day. Many 
other m ethods for com ­ 
municating the gospel have 
been developed. Are we not 
to use them because God 
didn’t specifically mention 
them? How ridiculous. We 
have liberty in many things 
and may be flexible in them, 
maybe more flexible than 
what some of us would like to 
admit. 
Expedients and 
Personality 
The church is flexible in its 
expedients. Many examples 
were given, but God did not 
say, “You shall not use 
movies,” or “You shall not 
use television.” 
The church is flexible in its 
use of personality. People 
are not all alike, but in the 
early church the Lord used 
them 
all. 
Some 
organizations today cannot 
use certain personalities, 
but the Lord can. Let’s go 
back to the New Testament 
for our pattern and be a 
flexible 
static 
New 
Testament church. 
In general, there are two 
things 
th at 
divide 
the 
church. First, its terms of 
adm ission; 
second, 
the 
conduct of the church,i.e., its 
operation as a group 
We 
may overlook 
immaterial 
things, but the essentials 
must be 
m et, 
and 
in­ 
corporated into the actions 
of any united church to bring 
about Christian unity in a 
large way. Our next article, 
therefore, will take up all the 
essentials of salvation we 
could find in 
the New 
Testament. There are many 
of them.

Hebrew Union Growth

The origins of Hebrew 
Union 
C ollege-Jew ish 
Institute of Religion are in 
the basement of a Cincinnati 
temple where the revered 
Rabbi Isaac Mayer Wise and 
an assistant took 14 boys, IO 
of whom were there “solely 
to create a disturbance” and 
tried to 
turn 
them 
into 
rabbis. 
Today, as the college cele­ 
brates its centennial, 
its 
leadership 
finds 
itself 
looking as much to the future 
as to the past in an effort to 
chart a solution to what 
m ight term ed a Jewish 
identity crisis. 
Essentially created as a 
school to be the American 
counterpart to the European 
training of the “scholarly 
rabbi,” Hebrew Union now 
finds itself in the midst of as 
changing image of the rabbi 
as an activist and in the 
debate over what it means to 
be a Jew. 
“The need to create an 
intellectual Judaism that 
can function is our task in 
the next 200 years,” said Dr. 
Alfred Gottschalk, president 
of the college. 
And function means, as it 
always has for the Jew, 
finding forms for Jewish 
survival. 
“ Identity and survial — 
the two are linked. That has 
been made very clear to me 
looking at history over the 
past 50 years” said Uri 
H erscher, executive vice 
president of the school. 
“Hitler and the state of 
Israel have made the Jew 
conscious of the fact that 
society identifies him as a 
Jew 
“ My 
most 
difficult 


problem with identity is that 
it is linked with adversity so 
the concern obviously 
is 
what happens to the Jew 
when he is living in a society 
where adversity 
is not 
dominant.” 
Gottschalk 
shares 
a 
similar concern: “What kind 
of Judaism needs to be 
shared in order to survive —■ 
that is the question.” 
The challenge of Jewish 
leadership, and by im ­ 
plication the task of the 
school which brought into 
being the Jewish Reform 
movement in America is to 
create ‘‘an internal ad ­ 
versity,” Herscher said. 
This would not be a 
physical adversity but 
a 
theological tension, he said. 
In the United States, 
where the challenge to being 
Jew ish 
is 
not 
overtly 
physical, creating the sense 
of adversity has led many 
Jews to define themselves in 
relationship to their iden­ 
tification with Israel. 
N either G ottschalk nor 
Herscher, however, believe 
that the identification with 
Israel is enough to solve the 
problem. 
“There is no question that 
Reform Judaism is very 
concerned with the physical 
survival of Israel” Herscher 
said. The 1967 war awakened 
a lot of Jews “to an identity, 
positive identity with 
said, “because 
so victorious.” 
is a 
kind 
of 
that can’t last 
very long. The question that 
arises is: is Israel, as a 


state, going to feed us 
enough spiritually to stay 
alive as a people My answer 
to that is no, not alone.” 
Hebrew 
Union 
does 
maintain a campus in Israel 
and there is no question that 
American rabbinic students 
who spend a year there come 
away in some sense shaped 
by that experience. 
Gottshalk quotes from the 
great Franz Rosenzweig 
when he talks of the school: 
“Foremost, the purpose of 
Jewish learning is create a 
Jewish human being.” 
In the United States, the 
task 
of 
the 
Reform 
m ovem ent 
and 
Hebrew 
Union College is to find a 
way to balance the par­ 
ticularity of what it means to 
be a Jew with the sense of 
the universalism of the 
human fam ily that 
has 
always been a part of the 
movement’s ideology. 
“We need to develop a kind 
of education that hits the gut 
as well as informs the head,” 
Herscher said.

How to lower 
utility bills 


Inflation Fighter 


DEAR READERS - During these days of inflated 
prices many of us are finding our utility prices getting 
higher and higher so it is up to us, the consumers, to 
save anywhere we can. This will not only save us money 
but help those utility companies who fear a shortage of 
energy in various forms. There are so many little things 
that can add to the size of our bills. When a bill was 
q u e stio n e d a u tility com p any said fr o st-fr e e 
refrigerators cost more to operate and that ice makers 
also add to one s bill. So during the winter months when 
less ice is used we could turn off the ice maker and 
freeze ice in trays. 
Shut off the heat in rooms not being used. Wearing a 
sw eater in the house can mean the difference between 
being comfortable and uncomfortable if your ther­ 
mostat is kept a bit lower than it used to be. 
If the dishwasher is not full at the end of the day do not 
turn it on but wait until it is full and save energy, water, 
money and even dishwashing detergent. The sam e goes 
for the washing machine and dryer. Many of us are 
prone to toss in some soiled things every day but should 
wait for a full load. 
Never heat the oven to bake just one thing. Plan meals 
so that two or three things are baked at the sam e time. 
Practically an entire meal can be baked while a pie or 
cake is baking. Even if it is more convenient to get them 
out of the way in the morning, wait and bake while cook­ 
ing a casserole or other oven dinner. 
These are not new ideas but things we need to 
remember and be reminded of. Each savings we make 
may seem small in itself but. oh, how it adds up in a 
year’s time. Think before you use an appliance — even 
iron the things that require little heat before changing 
the setting for item s requiring a really hot iron.

— To serve, pour the batter 
into a punch bowl and slowly 
blend in two-fifths of bourbon, 
and one cup each of golden 
rum and cognac. 
— Add two cups of chilled 
milk and six cups of chilled 
heavy cream and fold in 12 
egg whites stiffly beaten. 
— Sprinkle the eggnog gen­ 
erously with grated nutmeg. 
— Makes 25 servings. 
Or, if your tastes run a 
trifle more cosmopolitan, you 
might try: 
BALTIMORE EGGNOG 
— Beat 12 egg yolks until 
they’re thick and pale in col­ 
or.

Dolls Make Nice2 Gifts 


LOS ANGELES - The holi­ 
day season’s just beginning, 
and it’s a great time to make 
Christmas gifts. 
“These delicate corn husk 
dolls make delightful gifts for 
all ages,” says Doris Scott of 
suburban San Pedro. 
"And they’re very’ inexpen­ 
sive to make... but a lot more 
costly to buy.” 
Mrs. Scott teaches two 
mornings a week in an early 
childhood program where she 
is in charge of the motor 
skills development. 
The mother of four chil­ 
dren, ranging from 2 to 9, 
making com husk dolls is 
only one (rf the many types of 
crafts and artwork she cre­ 
ates. She’s an expert at 
stitchery, needlepoint and 
macrame, and in addition 
makes unique Easter and 
Christmas ornaments. 
In the past she has taught 
three other of these classes, 
and in one, 17 school teachers 
from her school attended. 
"I became interested in tile 
dolls when I collected a few 
commercial 
ones 
from 
Czechoslovakia,” Mrs. Scott 
says. 
"Then three years ago I 
took a class, and later began 
to make my own improve­ 
ments. 


"For example, if the dolls 
don’t have 'petticoats’ be­ 
neath their skirts, they won’t 
stand up properly. That was 
one of my innovations.” 
As the name implies, the 
dolls are made from corn 
husks... the kind used for ta­ 
males, and available in most 
grocery stores. 
In addition you will need 
No. 18 wire to attach the 
arms, and a thinner wire, No. 
24, with which you do all your 
seeming. 
Mrs. Scott says the only 
other things needed are one- 
inch wooden beads which are 
used for heads, and scraps of 
fabric for the dressing. 
The hair is either made 
from the com silk hidden 
within the husks, or may be 
made with jute or yarn. 
Faces are painted on with a 
marking pen. 


"Before you begin, you 
have to soak the husks at 
least a half-hour,” Mrs. Scott 
says. "In fact, it won’t hurt to 
leave them in water over­ 
night. 


"This makes them pliable 
so you can work with the 
husks,” she says. 


The actual assembly begins 
by wrapping wire in the husk 


to form the arm and then the 
billowy sleeves are attached.

Mail Early 
Postal Crunch Due 


Remember last Christmas 
season when you had to scrib­ 
ble “Consider this your first 
Christmas card of 1975” on 
every card you sent out be­ 
cause you kept putting the 
chore off? 
Well even though Christ­ 
mas seems like a long ways 
off and you’re thinking you’ve 
got plenty of time to take care 
of this matter, remember 
that a Christmas card loses 
most of its impact when it ar­ 
rives on Jan. I — no matter 
what you scribble on it. 
For that reason, and oth­ 
ers, the Postal Service is 
again urging everyone to 
mail cards and packages 
early. This practice not only 
saves you embarrassment 
but makes life a little easier 
on the Postal Service which 
must copetpnth this “Yule- 
tidal wave” of mail. 
“Again this year the Postal 
Service will be delivering lo­ 
cal, in-state and out-of-state 
labels to every home for 
designating letter bundles,” 


said R. J. Ebbing, a superin­ 
tendent of mailing require­ 
ments for the Postal Service. 
“When people bundle their 
letters and label them ‘local,’ 
‘in-state’ or ‘out-of-town’ it 
really speeds up our oper­ 
ation.” 
Ebbing also noted that it is 
to the senders’ advantage to 
post Christmas letters first 
class because “they will be 
forwarded should the party 
have moved and left a for­ 
warding address. Third class 
won’t be forwarded.” 
For mailing letters and 
parcels within the continental 
United States deadlines are 
Dec. 15 and Dec. IO respec­ 
tively for surface mail and 
Dec. 21 for airmail. To Alaska 
and Hawaii surface mail let­ 
ter and parcel deadlines are 
Dec. 15 and Nov. 30 respec­ 
tively and Dec. 20 for airmail. 
If you’re mailing air greet­ 
ing cards or air parcels to Af­ 
rica, the Near East or the Far 
East the deadlines are Dec. 
14 and Dec. 8 respectively. 


For Europe, South and 
Central America the mailing 
deadlines are Dec. 16 for air 
greeting cards, Dec. ll for air 
parcels. 
Mailing deadlines to Cana­ 
da and Mexico are Dec. 19 for 
air greeting cards, Dec. 14 for 
surface parcels, Dec. 7 for 
surface greeting cards, and 
Dec. I for surface parcels. 
Overseas military mail 
may be sent via airmail, par­ 
cel airlift (PAL), surface 
mail or space available 
(SAM). 
For Canada and the arctic, 
military mailing deadlines 
are Dec. 8 for airmail, Nov. 30 
for PAL, Nov. 24 for surface 
mail, and Nov. 24 for SAM. 
Deadlines for 
Europe- 
bound Christmas greetings 
are Dec. ll for airmail. 
Far East mailing deadlines 
are Dec. I for airmail.

A complete list of countries 
and dates for military flail­ 
ing can be found at all local 
post offices. 
Here are some tips: 


— Make sure Christmas 
Seals are on the backs of en­ 
velopes, not the fronts. 
— Use strong cardboard 
boxes and lots of packing ma­ 
terials. 
— Double wrap and tie se­ 
curely all packages for mail­ 
ing. 
— Enclose a list (rf contents 
and a second set of “to” and 
“from” addresses in each 
package. 
— Do not use gummed 
labels. The Postal Service 
prefers that addresses be 
written or printed in felt tip 
pen <wi the package wrapping.

Defy Economy 


Recession or not, a lot of 
Americans have signed up for 
Christm as cruises to the 
Mediterranean, the Caribbe­ 
an or the Mexican Riviera. 
Cruise ship companies 
earlier this year had been 
bracing for a comparatively 
slack Yule holiday trade on 
the high seas. Not so, say 
travel agents. 
“ Even though the nation’s 
economy hasn’t recovered 
completely as the Christmas 
holidays roll around, people 
with a little money set aside 
seem to be taking the attitude 
that they won’t live forever, 
so why not go ahead and take 
the 
cruise 
they 
always 
wanted,” says Frank Am­ 
bler, operator of a travel 
agency for the last 30 years. 
“ Ifs also a good sign that 
people have confidence the 
country is on the way back 
from the 
economic dol­ 
drums.” 
The cruise lines, despite 
their surprise over the flood 
of Christmas bookings, are 
ready and willing. Most of the 
lines offer package tours into 
the three temperate areas at 
fares estimated by Ambler at 
8 to IO per cent higher than 
last year. 
“ Most 
of 
the 
holiday 
cruises this year will range in 
time from a week to two 
weeks, with some 11-day trips 
sandwiched in,” he says. 
“There will be a few up to 32 
days, but the 42-day and 62- 
day cruises to the Orient have 
just about ended for now. 
“ Either they are too expen­ 
sive or people just don’t have 
that much time to devote to 
travel anymore — even the 
people with plenty of money. 
They likely will come back, 
though, as times get better.’’ 
Cruises to Europe or Alas­ 


ka, of course, are out during 
the winter months, but the 
world traveler likely can sign 
up now for a few sea voyages 
to the Orient, according to 
Ambler. 


The airlines have come up 
with Christmas low-fare tour 
packages for the family, he 
says, and some people even 
like to ride trains so well they 
look forward to spending part 
of the Yule season listening to 
the eiickety-clack of railroad 
wheels. 
If you’ve priced the Christ­ 
mas season tours before, just 
add from 8 to IO per cent to 
last year’s tab and you’ll 
come up with about what it 
will cost to sail into the 
Mediterranean or the Carib­ 
bean or to visit the West 
Coast Mexican ports 
of 
Mazatlan, Puerto Vallarta, 
Acapulco and others. 
In the Caribbean, most of 
the cruises stop at such island 
ports as San Juan, St. Thom­ 
as, Martinique, Montego Bay, 
Port-au-Prince and Nassau, 
because of their long-stand­ 
ing popular ity with American 
tourists. There are fly-cruise 
packages, too, Ambler points 
out. 
U.S. cruise ships celebrate 
Christmas on board in tradi­ 
tional American style, with 
Christmas Eve and Christ­ 
mas day nondenominational 
religious services and of 
course with the all-American 
Yule dinner. 
If you should spend the sea­ 
son aboard a British ship — 
and travel agents can ar­ 
range this easily — you’d 
celebrate in the “ O ld e ’’ Eng­ 
lish style, with traditional 
carol-singing and activities 
with a tinge of Dickens to 
them. 
Anyhow, says Ambler, if 
you’re thinking about a jour­ 
ney at sea or a flying holiday 
vacation in Hawaii, so are 
thousands of other Ameri­ 
cans.

In Inflation 
Toy Buying Tough 


Inflation, recession and 
what some people call “ stag­ 
nation’’ likely will tighten the 
screws 
on 
the Christmas 
budget this year. 
Consequently a lot of par­ 
ents either have discovered 
or soon will find out that 
shopping for Yule toys isn’t 
much of a picnic. Even fun 
and games don’t come cheap 
anymore. 
So what can you buy for the 
kiddies that Cheyil enjoy , 
without digging too deeply in­ 
to the pocketbook9 
The National Safety Coun­ 
cil, which has been policing 
the safety of toys since way 
back in 1925, thinks it has 
some answers, based on the 
recollections of the Great De­ 
pression of the early 1930s 
and today’s money pinch. 
A good toy, says Hans 
Grigo, the council’s home de­ 
partment technical adviser, 
is safe, durable, made of 
quality materials and offers 
the child a variety of play op­ 
tions. It also suits the child's 
age, abilities and interests, 
he adds. 
“ Nowhere in that defini­ 
tion,” Grigo says, “ are the 
words ‘expensive’ or ‘elabor­ 
ate.’ ” 
He asks parents to remem­ 
ber that government reports 
show an estimated 150,000 
children were treated for toy- 
related injuries in hospital 
emergency rooms in one year 
alone. 
yofc^r 
Combating 
emotional and financial costs 
these accidents,” Grigo 


says. 
This December it might be 
a good idea to give your chil­ 
dren’s old toys a “ physical 
exam,” he points out. A “ fix­ 
up what you have” attitude is 
wise in these times and it will 
save money, too. 
“ Most children who have 
become fond of their old bro­ 
ken toys would be de lighted to 
have them working properly 
again,” Grigo says^ 
,rA new coat Of ^nontoxic 
paint, a wheel firmed on its 
axle, the rips in dolly’s dress 
sewn up, a good cleaning and 
sprucing up here and there 
may be just what’s needed to 
give the ‘oldies but goodies’ 
a new lease on life,” accord­ 
ing to Grigo. 
However, he warns, those 
toys that can’t be repaired 
and made safe again should 
be discarded. 
“ A safe plaything is a first- 
rate ‘toy’ soldier in the war 
against inflation,’’ Grigo con­ 
tends. ‘Safety is an effective 
inflation fighter at Christmas 
time and every other day, for 
that matter.” 
Another way to trim Yule­ 
tide spending is to avoid the 
chance that your children will 
ignore the new toy and play 
with the box instead, the 
council adviser says. 
“ Check out the information 
on the package before you 
buy the toy,” he counsels. 
“ Most toys now have age 


group suggestions on the box. 
A toy that’s too young for the 
child is a waste of money, 
since most children would 
rather ‘die’ than get caught 
playing with a ‘baby’ toy. 
“ On the other hand, one 
geared for older children 
than yours may be too much 
for him or her to handle. That 
could result in injuries.” 
What you see in the toy 
store is what you get. So don’t 
let the package tell the whole 
story, Grigo advises. 
'“DonT be afraid to ask for 
a sample of the product you 
can handle and inspect. It’s 
your money!”

Yule Greetings 
Cards Reflect Times

In recent years the envi­ 
ronmental movement has 
spawned millions of Christ­ 
mas cards produced from re­ 
cycled paper. This year, say 
some greeting card manufac­ 
turers, Women’s Lib and the 
nation’s battle to build new 
energy sources will be Yule 
card themes. 
However, there is a large 
segment of Americans who 
think of Christmas in old­ 
fashioned terms and still 
want to send out traditional 
cards. This year, as in the 
past, they will range in price 
from as low as 15 cents to sev­ 


eral dollars each, depending 
on their quality. 
The religious motif still is 
popular with millions of card 
buyers at Christmas time, 
says the American Artists 
Group, Inc,, a leading card 
manufacturer. 
In today’s controversial so­ 
ciety, cards also are express­ 
ing political beliefs. And 
there is a family-minded 
group of Americans who like 
to use pictures of their chil­ 
dren — sometimes even 
themselves — as Yule greet­ 
ings to their friends, relatives 
or even business associates.

date on what has been hap­ 
pening to mom and dad and 
the kids for the past year, has 
been in vogue for years and 
still will be this Christmas 
season. 
One card manufacturer 
says ifs especially popular 
with people who neglect to 
write letters all year. 
The classic card, of course, 
is the snow-covered New 
England village scene of the 
Currier and Ives variety. 
Card makers insist these 
never will go out of style, so 
long as there are traditional­ 
ists around. 
The comic Christmas card 
caught on for a time, but its 
popularly today is more con­ 
fined to birthdays, wedding 
anniversaries, etc. 
All this variety in the selec­ 
tion of Christmas cards is ac­ 
cepted by the last two or 
three generations. Yet it 
hasn’t always been that way. 
Until a century ago the Yule 
greeting card virtually was 
unheard of in this country. 
Then in 1875 Louis Prang, a 
German immigrant, hit on 
the idea for Christmas greet­ 
ings through cards. He illus­ 
trated them with reproduc­ 
tions of famous paintings by 
American artists. 
The greeting card caught 
on amalg Victorian Ameri­ 
cans. By 1881 Prang was sell­ 
ing more than five million a 
year and was on the way to 
becoming a wealthy man. 
By 1890, however, Prang 
pulled out of the Christmas 
card business, possibly be­ 
cause of a flood of cheap Gel - 
man cards that grabbed a big 
chunk of his trade. 
The German cards, while 
they often were criticized as 
“tasteless,” were on the 
American market until the 
early 1980s, when American 
companies began turning out 
more elegant Christmas 
greetings in mass quantities.

The nation’s police and 
highway patrolmen, along 
with the National Safety 
Council, are a patient lot. For 
years they have been at­ 
tempting to educate the 
American motorist against 
the twin pitfalls of drinking 
and driving. 
So far the warnings have 
gone pretty much unheeded. 
And each Christmas holiday 
period finds just as many or 
more motorists making it to 
the jailhouse on drunk driv­ 
ing charges. 
If they were fortunate, they 
were arrested before they be­ 
came involved in an accident. 
Drunk driving coupled with a 
crash which injures or kills 
can become a penitentiary of­ 
fense. 
Christmas seems to draw 
out the drunk drivers — or at 
least those who drive under 
the influence of alcohol — 
probably because it’s that 
time of year when Americans 
often like to push aside their 
problems and enjoy a little 
Yule companionship - with 
fellow workers, friends, even 
relatives. 
When the fun is over they 
have to get home somehow, 
and so does their automobile. 
So the two go together and the 
trouble starts. 
Looking at the Christmas 
holidays, National Safety 
Council traffic manager Don 
Lhotka cautions that often 
“the good cheer imbibed at a 
friend’s home sets the stage 
for tragedy on the highway.’’ 


Half of all traffic deaths, he 
says, are alcohol-related. 
That makes alcohol the 
greatest single contributing 
factor in the traffic fatality 
picture. 
"Ideally,” says Lhotka, 
“motorists who have to ch ive 
should pot drink, and motor­ 
ists who intend to drink 
should not plan to drive. 
“But from a practical 
standpoint we know many 
motorists will be drinking 
and driving over this holiday 
season. Consequently, the 
most realistic defense motor­ 
ists can take against alcohol- 
related traffic accidents is to 
understand what alcohol is 
and what effect it has on 
them; to know their limita­ 
tions and stay within them.’’ 
In most states Lhotka 
points out, a driver is pre­ 
sumed to be intoxicated when 
his blood contains .10 per cent 
or more alcohol. To get to 
that level, most people would 
have to drink five to six 
ounces of 90-proof liquor in an 
hour. 
“However, driving ability 
starts to suffer and the driv­ 
er’s chances of having an ac­ 
cident greatly increase well 
before he reaches the legal 
limit.” 
Traffic statistics show in­ 
creased accident probability 
starts at .04 per cent alcohol 
content in the blood. For most 
drivers, that percentage 
would represent one-and-a- 
half to two-and-a-half drinks 
in an hour. By the time a 
driver gets to the legal limit, 
Lhotka says, he is at least six 


times more likely to have an 
accident than before he took 
the first drink. 
Spacing drinks an hour 
apart and eating a hearty 
meal before imbibing are two 
ways to help stay out, of trou­ 
ble on the highway, according 
to Lhotka. 
“It’s a fallacy to think you 
can have a few drinks, then 
sit down to a big meal and get 
up without feeling any effects 
of the alcohol,” he says. “By 
the time you sit down to din­ 
ner, the alcohol already will 
have been absorbed into your 
bloodstream. 
Beware of such potent con­ 
coctions as martinis and 
Manhattans, warns Lhotka. 


And drinks made with car­ 
bonated water can have an 
even more immediate affect 
than straight liquor because 
carbonation speeds the alco­ 


hol Mood absorption process, cold showers and fresh air 
he adds.

No m atter how many 
strings of lights you put up or 
hov. many tinsel or holly 
fest 00.1s you loop around the 
house, th* vine item which 
brings Christmas into every 
home lo a tree 
Wheflier you buy a cut tree 
off a lot or go to a tree farm 
and purchase a live tree for 
planting later, they deserve a 
little tender loving care. 
According to the U.S. 
Forest Service, when buying 
a cut tree try to select one 
that is fresh arid green. 
To test freshness, bend a 
needle 
and 
check 
its 
resilience Bump the base of 
the tree hard on the ground to 
be sure the needles won’t fall. 
And feel the bottom of the 
stump to make sure it feels 
sappy ai kl moist. 
But some species, such as 
die spruce, do not retain their 
needles very well. This is a 
characteristic of the tree, 
says tlie Forest Service, and 
does not necessarily reflect a 
lack of freshness 
Once you get the tree home 
the Forest Service suggests it 
be stored outdoors before use 
in a spot that is sheltered 
from sun and wind to con­ 
serve its moisture. 
When you’re ready to bring 
the tree indoors cut off an 


inch of the butt end before 
placing it in a stand filled 
with warm water. This will 
facilitate water uptake. 
Water the tree daily with 
cold water while it is in the 
house. A tree can absorb a 
pint to a quart of water a day. 
Also, be careful when placing 
the tree that it isn’t located 
near heat sources which 
might cause the water to 
evaporate from the tree too 
quickly. 
For safety, the Forest 
Service warns that all flam­ 
mable materials should be 
kept away from the tree, es­ 
pecially lighted candles. 
Also, lights and wiring should 
be checked for worn spots 
and cracks before use. 
If you plan to purchase a 
live tree and have its roots 
balled until its planted the 
first thing to remember is 
that balled trees should only 
be kept indoors for as short a 
time as possible. 
Before bringing the tree 
into the house, enclose the 
burlap ball in plastic to con­ 
serve moisture. The Forest 
Service recommends that you 
have your planting site 
selected and your hole dug 
before the holidays. The hole 
can be kept open by filling it 
with mulch material that 
does not freeze. 
To 
further 
conserve 
■ 
moisture after planting, the 
| \ Forest Service also recom­ 
mends that the new plant be 


protected with shade and 
aerosol polyvinyl chloride 
which is sprayed on to the 
needles to close off some 
needle stomates and slow 
moisture 
loss 
through 
evaporation.

careful how you go about it. 
This is the annual warning 
of police bunco squads and 
Better B usiness Bureaus 
(BBB) across the land. Their 
advice stems from long ex­ 
perience with complaints that 
money intended for the needy 
wound up with the greedy. 
To make sure this doesn’t 
happen to your charitable 
contributions, police and 
BBB officials have come up 
with a manual of dos and 
don’ts. They suggest you fol­ 
low them, especially during 
the Yule season when con 
artists are lurking around 
every corner looking for an 
easy buck. 
Moreover, the list makes a 
lot of sense for the rest of the 
year 
as w ell, 
if you’re 
charity-minded. 


First of all, the list empha­ 
sizes, what you don’t know 
CAN hurt you. Always ask all 
charity solicitors to 
show 
their identification cards and 
read them carefully. The fine 
print might tip off a charity 
racket. 
Most communities require 
solicitors 
for 
charitable 
causes to carry ID cards, 
issued only after the charity 
and their connection with it 
have been investigated.

Charity 
“pitches” through the mail, 
often on ornate letterheads 
listing the names of promi­ 
nent people, aren’t always 
legitimate. 
If you’re not familiar with 
the 
organization, 
better 
check it out with the proper 
authorities before you con­ 
tribute. The U. S. Postal Serv­ 
ice is interested, too, for 
phony charity groups which 
use the mails to defraud are 
liable for federal prosecution. 
Bunco detail officers espe­ 
cially warn the unsuspecting 
to be wary of door-to-door 
salesmen who arrive during 
the Yule season to sell wares 
and claim the proceeds will 
go to charity. 
Even solicitors wearing so­ 
called ‘‘official uniform s” 
are not always legitimate? 
Ifs a wise idea to demand 
credentials. Another good 
idea is to make sure the mer­ 
chandise is something you 
actually can use. 
Perhaps the phoniest of all 
Christmas “pitchmen” are 
the telephone artists, and 
that’s not just a pun. If a 
charity solicitor calls to make 
his pitch by phone instead of 
appearing personally, simply 
hang up. 
Don’t fall for the youth- 
must-be-served gimmick at 
Christmas time, or any other 
time, for that matter. Chil­ 
dren soliciting for established 
youth agencies should be ac­ 
companied by an adult with a 
proper identification card.

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Stay Alert 
Fire Turns Joy To Tragedy 


Don’t let the cheer and joy 
of Christmas turn to tragedy. 
That’s the warning firemen 
everywhere are giving Amer­ 
icans as the Yule season ap­ 
proaches. 
What they mean is this: 
don’t let your Christmas tree 
turn into a firebrand that 
could set the house ablaze. 
Each year fire fighters is­ 
sue this warning, yet they re­ 
port that every Christmas 
brings an increase in the 
number of fires caused by 
Yule trees and other flam ­ 
mable decorations. 
Fire 
safety experts say 
metal trees are the most de­ 
sirable, since they’re non­ 
combustible. And of course 
they 
are economical. 
Yet 
even these trees have their 
drawbacks. There is a poten­ 
tial danger of electric shock if 
strings of lights are used on 
m etallic trees, firemen warn. 
For example, if sharp met­ 
al edges or tips come in con­ 
tact with broken bulbs or 
terminal openings of lamp 
holders, the Christmas tree 
suddenly can become elec­ 
trically charged and danger­ 
ous. 
Id eally, 
firem en 
say, 
m etallic trees should be il­ 
luminated by remotely lo­ 
cated spotlights. 
But 
of 
course this can be expensive. 
So the next best thing is to be 
overcareful about how you 
decorate the m etallic tree. 


Fire safety officials also 
advise tree buyers to require 
evidence that plastic or 
metallic trees are made of 
materials that burn slowly or 
not at all. 
Don’t buy a larger tree than 
you need, they caution, for a 
Christmas tree essentially is 
fuel — and excessive fuel 
anywhere is dangerous. 
Be on the lookout for trees 
processed with a flame-re­ 


tardant chemical, 
firemen 
suggest. 
They’re 
far 
less 
hazardous, even when they 
begin to wilt and dry. 
Fire fighters in most com­ 
munities have a checklist of 
dos and don’ts for selecting 
Christmas trees and orna­ 
ments. Here are some of 
them: 
— Place the tree as far 
from a heat source as you 
can. And don’t put it near a

Christmas Past: There is 
no holly or fir in the Cape 
Fear lowlands of North Caro­ 
lina. Only piney woods and 
swampland and flat fields of 
cotton and tobacco, and the 
crooked brown river flowing 
down toward Hatteras be­ 
neath overhanging lim bs 
draped in Spanish moss. 
But I remember Christmas 
there at Ashwood, a name 
that even then seemed too 
much for what remained. 
Ashwood sounded more like 
glories we children were told 
had been the plantation, a 
time of elegance when Ash­ 
wood meant leisure and miles 
of fertile farmland and fox 
hunts. 
I don’t know if Ashwood 
was ever like that, really, 
except

m y 
m other’s 
memory of what her mother 
told her 
By the time I came along, 
in the Depression, Ashwood 
was simply my Uncle David’s 
farm. I was sent there some­ 
times when my father’s coun­ 
try churches couldn’t man­ 
age his salary and, as I see it 
now, there simply 
wasn’t 
enough to eat at home. 
Things weren’t that much 
better at Ashwood, except 
that peanuts thrived in that 
black loam, and hogs grew 
fat on slops and grubbing 
roots. 
Perhaps I was 8 that 
Christmas. It seemed strange 
to be away from home, but it 
was easily explained. 
My 
brothers and 
sister 
were much older, and they 
could not get home 
that 
Christmas, and it would be a 
treat for me to visit my Uncle 
David. 
TTiat was true, of course, 
for he was much my favorite 


relative. 
When we trudged tlwse two 
miles through scrub pines to 
the Guymon country store, 
sometimes simply for his sin­ 
gle pack of Camels, people 
pointed us out because, they 
said, I looked like my Uncle 
David. I had his red hair, his 
freckles, his angular, awk­ 
ward gait. 
Even then I laughed at him, 
because we were walking 
four miles for his pack of 
Camels. It never occurred to 
me to ask why he didn’t buy 
two packs at a time, but I 
think now it was more than 
the scarcity of money. 
We talked as we walked. It 
is impossible for me ever to 
know how much of whatever I 
am was made in those long 
walks through the woods. 
He was a bachelor in those 
days, a matter that led me to 
question him much too close­ 
ly. It seemed sad to me that 
his nearest neighbor when I 
was not there was two miles 
away. 
He laughed at my concern 
and changed the subject. By 
then we would be back on the 
rickety veranda at Ashwood, 
looking out at the great oak, 
strewn with moss, that had 
sheltered the old Model T 
Ford until he had to sell it. 
He would light a Camel 
after supper and begin to tell 
me about his travels, or m ay­ 
be it was about what he had 
read in the stacks of National 
Geographies that lay bundled 
in his attic. I remember the 
flashes of the lightning bugs 
there in the dark, and the 
sound of the frogs down in the 
creek behind the house. 
The next thing I knew he 
would be carry mg me gently 
to my bed. 


In the morning, over fat­ 
back and grits with red-eye 
gravy, he told me that his 
mule Mike was acting mean 
again and he thought he’d 
give him a day away from 
plowing. 
TTiere was nothing left for 
him to do but take me down to 
the river, where we dug 
worms and he showed me 
how to hook them and we 
threw out lines for catfish. 
I had never gone fishing be­ 
fore, and when I caught a cat­ 
fish it impressed me only 
with its ugliness. 


Uncle David laughed and 
slipped it off my hook and 
added it to the ones he 
caught. After we had trudged 
home he showed me how to 
clean them, and made me 
learn. 


He cooled them in the I 
spring, down at the foot of the I 
bluff, and late that afternoon 
he sent me to bring them up. 
Then he had me go off to the 
smokehouse to bring a slab of 
bacon.
